His cablegram stated that he had 


been given the passports before he had 
an opportunity to present the ultima- 
tum transmitted to him for submission 
to the Spanish government, the deliv- 
ery of the ultimatum to Minister Polo 
having been accepted by the Spanish 
government as a formal announcement 
on our part.

cations. It was owing entirely, It is 
stated, to the condition of Mr. Gary's 
health. He is suffering from a general 
breaking down of the system. 


Charles Emery Sml'th, the new Post- 


master General, is editor of the Phil- 
adelphia Press. He haa been Minister 
to Russia, Is an earnest, active Repub- 
lican, 
and 
known to 
public men 


throughout the Un'lted -States. He is 
at present in Wasihingto-n and was in- 
formed by telephone of his nomination. 
He received many congratulations this 
afternoon at the office of the Philadel- 
phia Press in this city. 


Postmaster General Gary was seen 


as he wag about -to leave for the WTiita 
House to attend a cabinet meeting-, and 
he said: 


"Yes. I have resigned, and Charles 


Emery Smith will be 
my successor. 


The ground of my retirement is my ill 
healt'n which has been growing worse 
steadi'ly until I regarded it as impera- 
tive that I should lay down the labors 
of the Positofflce Department. 


"Some time ago I acquainted the 


President with my desire to retire, in- 
dicating to him that I would, of course, 
await his selection of a suitable man 
as my successor. He found suc-h a one 
in jvlr. 
Smith. 
My resignation 
was 


thereupon renewed, taking final form 
last Sunday, when I submitted to the 
President my written resignation, ex- 
pressing the deep regret I felt ait giv- 
ing- up my work and severing agree- 
able connections, and stating thait my 
action was impelled out of regard for 
my health. 


The transfer of the Department will 


be m'ade as soon as this can be done 
conveniently to all parties concerned. 
It has not occurred yet, as you will see 
from my going -to a cabinet meeting:."

The closing features of the departure 


of the First regiment from the broad 
gauge mole for the scene of war yes- 
terday took place at too late an hour 
to be fully recorded in yesterday's Tri- 
bune, but they were of so patriotic a 
degree as to deserve more extended ref- 
erence.
